AMONG CITIZENS... 
INDIVIDUALISM LESSENS ~ .. 
(By R. H. Bruce Lockhart.) 


“4S Shakespeare says, haff 9

‘This was the succinct estim- 
ate -of recovery given to me by 
a Jewish taxi-driver, as he drove 
me to the Berengaria after my 
five-weeks’ lecture-tour in the 
States. ; 
The estimate reflects the aver- 
age view. If 1929 is the stand- 
ard of revovery,-America has still 
a long. way to travel. If the yard- 
stick is 1932, she has already ac- 
complished a miracle. 

During my..tour 1 travelled se- 
veral thousands of miles, talked to 
scores of bankers, professors, 
business men, officials and em- 
ployees, received a_ hospitality 
such as I have never met with pre- 
viously (even in Russta), and col- 
lected mass of impressions. 

Certain’ conclusions stand out 
very clearly. And clearest of all 
is the American attitude towards 
Europe and towards war. I visu- 
alise no American adventures in 
Europe in “our time, In foreign 
affairs the United’ States has gone 
back to the policy of Washington, 
whose famous dictum, “It is our 
frue policy to steer clear of al- 
lianees with any portion of the 
foreign world,” was reproduced on 
his birthday in scores of American 
newspapers. © As for taking .part 
‘in another European war, the idea 
is repugnant to the whole nation. 
As one shrewed observer said to 
me, “We went inte the last war 
to make the world safe for demo- 


There are critics among the ban-
